REMARKS 

Claims 1, 5-30, 32 and 35-38 are pending in the present appliction. By virtue of this 
response, no claims have been cancelled, claims 1, 13, 27, and 29 have been amended, and no new 
claims have been added. Accordingly, claims 1, 5-30, 32 and 35-38 are currently under 
consideration. Amendment and cancellation of certain claims is not to be construed as a dedication 
to the public of any of the subject matter of the claims as previously presented. 

The amendments to claims 1,13, 27, and 29 are broadening amendments that remove a 
limitation that was previously added to those claims in the amendment filed April 24, 2008. No 
new matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC § 102 
Claims 1, 5-18, 20-30, 32 and 35-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Thompson et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,869,695. 

In response, Applicants hereby file the Declaration of Inventors Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131. 
The Declaration establishes that the invention claimed herein was reduced to practice before 
December 28, 2001, which is the earliest U.S. priority date claimed by Thompson et al., U.S. Patent 
Number 6,869,695. Exhibit 1, accompanying the Declaration, shows notebook pages documenting 
this reduction to practice. The reduction to practice occurred before December 28, 2001 (the 
specific dates have been redacted from the notebook pages). The reduction to practice took place in 
the United States, meeting the requirement of 37 C.F.R. § 1.131(a). 

Specifically, the Declaration describes the fabrication of electroluminescent devices with an 
emissive layer that produces white light. In terms of the current claim 1 (as amended herein): 
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Claim limitation 


Reduction to practice 


An organic polymer based light-emitting device 
comprising an electron-injecting layer and a hole- 
injecting layer on opposite sides of an emissive layer 


The devices described in the declaration 
have a Ca/Ag electron-injecting layer and an 
indium-tin oxide-poly(3,4- 
ethylenedioxythiophene) (ITO/PEDOT) 
hole injecting layer. These layers are on 
opposite sides of the emissive layers "IA 
(PFO-Ir-A-Ir-C)" and "IB." See paragraph 
10 of Declaration. 


the emissive layer comprising at least one conjugated 
semiconducting polymer capable of fluorescent 
emission 


The devices described in the declaration 
have an emissive layer comprising poly(9,9- 
dioctyl)fluorene (PFO). PFO is a 
conjugated semiconducting polymer capable 
of fluorescent emission. See paragraph 7 
and 8 of Declaration; page 5, paragraph 
00020 and page 8, paragraph 00025-00026 
of the instant specification. 


serving as host to at least one admixed 
phosphorescent emitter capable of phosphorescent 
emission 


The devices described in the declaration 
contain tris(2,5-bis-2'-(9',9'- 
dihexylfluorene)pyridine) iridium (III) 
(Ir(HFP) 3 , or "Iridium compound C") and 
tris[9,9-dihexyl-2-(pyridinyl-2')fluorene] 
iridium (III) (Ir(DPF) 3 or "Iridium 
compound A"). These compounds are 
phosphorescent emitters. See paragraphs 7 
and 12 of Declaration; page 5, paragraph 
00020 and page 8, paragraph 00025-00026 
of the instant specification. 
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the fluorescent emission from the semiconducting 
polymer and the phosphorescent emission from the at 
least one admixed phosphorescent emitter occurring 
in a single emissive region 


The fluorescent semiconducting polymer 
and the phosphorescent iridium complexes 
were mixed together to form the emissive 
layer. See paragraph 7 and 8 of Declaration. 


wherein the fluorescent emission is higher in photon 
energy than the phosphorescent emission 


As noted in the instant specification at 
Example 5, page 12, paragraph 00043, the 
fluorescent PFO emits blue and green light, 
which is higher in photon energy than the 
red light emitted by Ir(HFP) 3 . 


and the emissive layer has a combined emission with 
CIE coordinates of, or close to the CIE coordinates 
of, pure white light 


The light from the devices was white light. 
See paragraph 12 of Declaration. 



Similar elements occur in independent claims 13, 27, and 29, and likewise reduction to 
practice of those claims has also been demonstrated prior to the earliest claimed U.S. priority date of 
Thompson et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,869,695. 

It should be noted that claims 1, 13, 27, and 29 have been amended to remove the limitation 
"and wherein the emission from the at least one phosphorescent emitter is predominantly exciton 
emission." This is a broadening amendment. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC § 103 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thompson et al., 
U.S. Patent Number 6,869,695, in view of Bazan et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,999,222. 

As detailed above in the response to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), the Thompson et 
al., U.S. Patent Number 6,869,695 is no longer available under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as a reference 
against the claims. As U.S. 6,869,695 cannot be cited against the claims of the instant application 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), it cannot be combined under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) with U.S. 6,999,222 
against the claims of the instant application. 

Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is believed 
to be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
withdraw the outstanding rejection of the claims and to pass this application to issue. If it is 
determined that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
